Hutchinson, president of the Corn Exchange 
bank and ex-president of the board of trade, 
gays his father has been mentally unsound for 
two years. A few months ago it was reported 
that Mr. Hutchinson’s fortune had been almost 
entirely dissipated in speculation. At that 
time anumber of Mr. Hutchinson’s friends 
and his sok tried to induce the old gentlemag 
to give up speculation and lead a quiet life, 
bat their efforts met with no success. 

Mr. Hutchinson's liabilities are placed at 
$2,000,000 to $3,000,000, but his friends are 
gatisfied that his asseta will moro than meet 
his obligations.

THE SECRETARY CONFIDENT 


That the Government Will Bg Able to Meet 
All Obligations. 

WASHINGTON. May 1.—Secretary Foster, in 
speaking te an Associated Press reporter today 
conceming financial matters, said that in his 
opinion the government would be able to take 
care of all its‘obligations, and that, if addition 
to $236,000,000 of bonds already retired by this 
administration, it would, ig his opinion, add a 
considerable amount in the two years that re- 
main. Concerning the $100,000,000 legal tender 
redemption fund in the treasury, the secretary 
said that he did not expect that any condition 
of affairs would arise which would make it 
necessary for the government to toucli it. He 
intimated, however, that this fund might be 
used without legislative action in case of ab- 
aolute necessity to presen: any discredit to gov- 
ernment obligations. 

THB SMALL CHANGE. 

The first of the steps contemplated by Sec- 
retary Foster for getting subordinary coin now 
in the treasury into circulation was taken to- 
day when the following notice, signed by 
United States Treasurer Nebecker, was pre- 
pared at the treasury departmenr, and will be 
sent to banks throughout ths United States:

A. RIOT IN ROME... 

Bomg, 5 p. m.—A meeting of working men 
took place this afternoon near the charch of 
San Giovanni. Five members of the chamber 
of deputies were present. An anarchist speaker 
violently urged his hearers to attack the po- 
lice. The mob stoned the troops stationed in 
the neighborhood. Some of the rioters hurled 
stones at the troops from the windows of 
houses. The gendarmes fred upon the rioters, 
and the cavalry charged upon those who had 


storm the houses from which the stones had 
been thrown. Signor Barzilai, member of the 
chamber of deputies, Signor Cipriani, socialist 
leader, and twenty-five others were wounded. 
One man was killed outright by the gendarmeas’ 
fire, and one gendarme was stab to death 
by the rioters. 

Altogether 10 ns were -arrested 
today. Nine soldiers and five civilians 
were wounded.- Minister Nicolera, replying, 
to questions in the chamber of deputies 
said there were 300 anarchists among tbose 
present at the workmen’s demonstrations, that 
public forces had been attacked with revolvers 
and stones and that shots had been fired from 
the windows of Signor Cipriani’s residence 
and that therefore the demonstration had been 
suppressed.

second wife, whom he married some six or 
eight years ago. Previous to the time he 
located at his present residence he had been 
in the Lone Star state, there taking to himself 
a wife No. 1, but things did not go well with 
them, and she secured a divorce, the doctor 
coming back to his native state, while she re- 
mained in Texas. When No.1 heard that he 
had taken a second wife (about two years 
ago), she proceeded to make some trouble for 
him, with such good effect that a Cherokee 
county grand jury indicted him for bigamy. 

By continuing the case at the first term and 
some lively hustling the doctor got out of that 
scrape all right. So the doctor has prospered 
and grown rich. 

Not a great-way from the northwest corner 
of Forsyth county livesan old blacksmith 
named G. W. Lyle. He has a pretty daughter 
of about nineteen years.

She had not taken many steps when she heard 
the girl scream, anid rushing down to the 
epring-saw her struggling in the embrace of 
Dr..John M. Roberts, who, it seems, had ac- 
complished his purpose. 

The girl’s father, on hearing of the outrage, 
got his gun and hunted all night, but failed to 
find him. By morning his anger had cooled 
somewhat, and having decided to let the law 
take its course, swore out a warrant against the 
doctor for rape, instead of shooting him, as he 
at tirst intended. 

The doctor’s friends say that while it looks 
pretty seriots,; stil, there are a few facts that 
explain a great deal of its seriousness away. 

In the first place, the girl visited the dortor’s 
office the day before to geta tooth pulled. 

In the second place, she visited the spring 
immediately after the doctor passed by her 
father’s house. Third, the doctor rode on be- 
yond the spring, over a ridge, hitched his 
horse and walked back to the spring. Fourth, 
that the girl did not cry out until her mother 
Was in plain view and had seen her and the 
These; facts make it look like a case 
of meeting by appointment. 

Even the doctor’s worst enemies don’t be 
lieve that he is such a fool as to commit such 
a crime as rape. . 

The preliminary trial is next Saturday, in 
Forsyth county. Eminent counsel is retained 
for the defense.

Chariie Jerdan’s Three Weeks ef Silence 


Breken at Last—He Gays He Is 
Ready to Be Tried Now. 


“The good L’od has "leased me and I’m free 
to talk now.” : 

That was the rather astonishing exclama- 
tion made by Charlie Jordan, the negro pris 
oner at the jail yesterday. — 

Jordan has given no,end of trouble to the 
officers, and the fact that he talks, éven 
though in the most rambling and at times in- 
coherent fashion, is great relief to Sheriff Mor- 
row and Solicitor Charlie Hill. 

Jordan’s case is a most peculiar one. He is 
charged with the murder of bis wife who lived 
out near West End. After he had shot the 
woman, another negro shot him twice. One 
of the bullets was found but the other remains 
in his body. 

When Jordan was first taken to the court- 
house for trial he was, or pretended to be 
sick. 

After that he pretended to play the insanity 
dodge, or was really insane. He refused, ab- 
solutely, to talk. Last Monday he was brought 
to the courthouse for trial, but could not be 
made, under any circumstances, to say a word, 
and to all intents and purposes he was deaf. 

His condition was such as to give strong 
grounds for the belief that he was insane, so 
he was sent back to jail, and an examination 
by the couzity physician was ordered. 

For three weéks he had not spoken a word. 
Dr. Griffin, the county physician visited him, 
and determined to find out if possible whether 
his dumbness was real or feigned. 

Yerterday Dr. Griffin, Dr. Longino, Dr. Bob 
Westmoreland, Dr. Elkin and Dr. Gilbert, 
went to the = to experiment on the negro. 
They gave him chloroform and ether, stuck 
pins in him, pricked him with knives, and 
tried in every way to make him show some 
si of feeling, but in vain. He wouldn't 
talk, and couldn’t be made to. 

The doctors left, giving it up as a bad ah 

But later a change came over the spirit of 
Jordan’s dreams. 

The Lord, he said, had released him, and 
had given him the power of speech. 

He had reiigion, and he had it bad. From 
the moment of the ‘‘release’’ he has talked 
with what may technically be called a blue 
streak. He is carrying on at the jail a regular 
series of revival exercises, calling upon all 
sinners within the reach of his voice to repent 
and be saved, exhorting them most eloquently 
to come to salvation.

Jim Landsberg is a well-known drummer. 
ILast Monday he enticed Leila White, the 18 
year old daughter of Sheriff White, of Appling 
county, from the Screven honse, where~ she 
was stopping with a friend, Miss Grubbs, of 
Havelhurst, Appling county, and carried her 
to @ house on Taylor street, and there at- 
tempted to violate her. The thoroughly inno- 
cent country girl repulsed his proposals, and 
resisted his attempts, #ben he drew a pistol 
and threatened to shoot her. 

The! proprietors of the house heard the girl’s 
screams and struggles and burst into the room, 
whereupon the girl was released, and she 
Sprang out of the window and escaped. She 
had a consultation with Solicitor General 
Frazier, afd swore outa warrant in Magistrate 
Russell’s office against Landsberg for at- 
tempted assault. Landsberg was arrested and 
gave bond and was released. 

Leila was asked to telegraph her father. 
She stated that if she did he would come to 
Savannah and kill Landsberg on sight; s0 
she was persuaded not to wirehim. On yes- 
terday she was offered $200 to drop the case, 
but she refused, declaring she would not touch 
the money and wanted her assailant punished. 

Landsberg has a bad record. A few years 
ago he killed a man at Macon or somewhere 
in middle Georgia.

Southern Farmers on Top. 

For some years past the New. England 
farmers have found it very difficult to 
hire as many hands as they need for 
their work. : 

The scarcity of farm labor in the six 
northeastern states, and in. some of the 
middle states, is a serious drawback this 
spring. In one Connecticut county 200 
farm hands are advertised for at $25 per 
month and board. All over New England 
farmers are making: a tremendous effort 
to obtain hands at this remuneration, 
which is certainly enough. Twenty-five 
dollars and board may be counted as the 
equivalent of §40 up north, and out in 
the country it will go much further than 


‘in the city. 


Still, the inducement of food is not 
enough to tempt unemployed men away 
from the large cities. Al over the north 
there are manufacturing centers, and for 
some years they have been steadily ab- 
sorbing the labor of the country districts. 
Matters have come to such a pass that 
northern farmers are in despair. They 
are able and willing to pay splendid 
wages, but they cannot get men to work 
for them at any reasonable price. 

It is very different in the south. Here 
we have all the farm labor that is needed, 
and it can be readily employed at from 


$8 to $10 per month and board. More 


over, it is a labor exactly suited to our 
climate and conditions. And yet our 
southern farmers complain that they are 
not. prosperous, and wonder how their 
northern competitors can afford to pay 
high wages, and put money in bank, and 


-jloan-it out on western farm mortgages. 
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‘ This brief statement of the case at 


‘once makes it apparent that there is 


something wrong in our system of farm- 


the cost of production. 


ing, if it fafls to pay when we have so 
many advantages on our side. The fact 
is, the southern farmers are on top, but 
they have not yet found it out. We are 
dependent too much upon one crop. We 
are extending our cotton area, despite 
the fact that present prices are less than 
We neglect our 
food crops and run the risk of possible 
droughts and speculative combines. - 
Now, this policy is simply ruinous. 
Even with cheap labor and all the forces 
of nature in our favor, we cannot get 
ahead if we voluntarily make onrselves 
dependent upon other sections. The game 
is in our own hands, but we fail to 
utilize our advantages. All that we have 
to do is to decrease our cotton output, 
and diversify our products, paying special 
attention to our food crops. This course 
will make us independent. It will en- 
able southern farmers to live at home, 
sell their cotton for a better price, and 
keep their monty when they get it, in- 
stead of sending it north and west for 
something to eat. 
The situation is so simple that it needs 
no study to make it plain. There is no 
problem in it. If our southern farmers 
de.not make money from now on, it 
will he because they prefer to overstock 
the market with cofton, and send all 
their money to distant states for food. 
The south has every advantage that she 


' could reasonably desire, but we cannot 


prosper in any line of industry, even 

under favorable circumstances, unless we 

are guided by strictly business principles, 
The Other Side.

It was ‘‘Old Hutch’’ who, a few years ago, 
organized the great corner on wheat, which 
wrecked thousands of dealers, and levied an 
unnecessary and a burdensome tax on the 
bread of the poor. ‘“‘Old Hutch”’ raked in 
his millions and smiled grimfy when the 
newspaper reporters, representing the obse- 
quiousness of public opinion, danced attend- 
ance on him. Ina republic he was more 
than a king. What congress could not have 
done without bloodshed he did amid the ap- 
plause of the newspapers. He levied a tax 
on the bread of the poor. 

Yet the poor are not without their revenge. 
Word comes from Chicago that this sinjster 
and insatiate creature is a wanderer on the 
face of the earth. His millions have been 
scattered to the four winds, and his sons, 
without one spark of sympathy, say that he 
is demented and unable to meet his obliga- 
tions.

It is true that many times 
the troopers charged down the road armed 
with revolvers, but the road was there, and 
there was no open plain for larger maneuvers.

Europe. They are compelled to fight in 
forests and among the monntains, and along 
narrow roads. This young country is not 
laid off ike a parade ground.

An active cawpaign with Mr. Blainé as the 
central figure would shatter his hea})th and re- 
sult in his death, and no one knows this better 
than he. Mr. Blaine is an old man. His 
health is very bad, and he is out of active 
politics forever. —

Judge Clifford Anderson Closes the Argu- 


ment for the State—Major Cumming 
Will Close for the Lessees Today. 


The argument before the Western and At 
lantic commission will conclade today. 

And next week the commission will] per- 
haps render its decision. 

udge Clifford Anderson concluded his ar- 
gument for the state yesterday aféernoon, and 
‘Major Cummingjtook the floor for the lessees. 
Major'Cumming’s speech closes the argument, 
and he will conclude by 1 o’clock today. Then 
an adjournment will be taken until next 
week, when thei commission wil! meet to 
rendera decision. 

Judge Anderson’s speech occupied more 
than six hours of the time of the commission, 
and wasa masterly argument of the state’s 
side of the case. 

The Western and Atlantic railroad, he sid, 
‘together with all its houses, workshops, depots, 
rolling stock and appurtenances of every char- 
acter,’’ was leased to the plaintiff in the condition 
in which the property was.um the 3ith day of 
December, 1870. In that condition ‘the plaintiff 
agreed to receive it and to pay the renta) for it. 

It was to be returned to the state at the termi- 
nation of the lease, not necessarily in the same 
condition, but in as good condition as it was when 
the lessees received it. 

Had the legislature meant that the property was 
to be returned in the same condition as is was 
when received, the act under which the lease was 
made would have so stated. The fact that it was 
required to be returned in as good cosddition is 
full of significance. 

Not stopping now to consider whether or not 
the words “in as good condition” were used ina 
relative sense,fi insist: 

1. They necessarily imply that all proper re- 
pairs were to be made by the lease company. 
Otherwise the condition of the property would 
very soon have become worse, and it would have 
continued to grow still worse to the end of the 
lease, thus preventing its return in ag good con- 
dition as ft was when received. 

2. Considering the character and condition of 
the property jeased, and the nature and necessities 
of the business for which it had been and would 
continue to be used, it was contemplated by both 
parties to the contract that its condition would be 
at te se continually improved bythe lessee. 

av important element in fixing the rent 
to be paid. Any other use by the tenant than for 
railroad purposes would have been as much & 
Violation of the contract asa failure to pay the 
monthly rental wher due.: To have allowed the 
road to remain in its then condition, 
unsafe for the transportation of passengers and 
freight, and inadequately equipped for the basi- 
ness for which it was and would be legitimately 
entitied, would have infficted serious injury on its 
owner and would have been an infraction of the 
implied obligations resting on the lessee. Im- 
provements made by the latter cannot, therefore, 
be said to have teen placed on the property for its 
convenience and use only. The contract contm- 
plated and required them to be made for the ben- 
efit of the landlord as well, to protect the property 
from deterioration, and the business, which ajbue 
made it valuable, from irreparable injury, if not 
destruction. 

Theee being implied obligations, as binding as 
if they had been expressly mentioned in the act 
and in the written agreement, it would seem nec- 
essarily to follow that if the necessities of the 
business should continue to require the road to be 
kept in acondition of progressive improvement 
up to the end of the lease, it would haveto be re- 
turned in its then bettered condition. If the 
lessees, despite all their efforts to doa successful 
business, by keeping the property well equipped 
and in first-class condition, found the business 
unprofitable and decided to largely reduce ex- 
penditures for improvements, they would still 
be bound not to reduce below the 
sum necessary to return the property in 
as good condition as it was when it was received. 
They were, in other words, to return it, in any 
event, inno worse condition than it was at the 
commencement of the lease. If the protection of 
the p ap og | and the demands of the business re- 

nired ormer to be kept in an improved con- 

ition, all through the term of the lease, their 
interest and their implied obligation to the land- 
lord both demanded it shoulda done; but if not, 
they must at least, keep it in such repair (althou

Improvement in Through Car Service An 
Advance in Lumber Rates in Alabama 
and Mississippi. 


The rumor that the Macon Construction 
Company would soon be out of trouble proves 
to be well founded. It is learned from a citi- 
zen of Macon that arrangements were made 
to get the money necessary to pay the con- 
cern’s debis, provided the people of Macon 
would raise $60,000. This amount, the Macon 
maz said, was raised there on Thursday, and 
the relief of the Macon Construction Company 
isassured. This 1aust mean the completion 
of the Macon and Birmingham, for that road 
is so far completed that it would be 
a great loss of capital =. & 
should not be pushed to its western 
connection at Birmingham. On the other 
hand, the building of the Macon and Atlantic 
is so far under contract that there will be great 
loss ifitis mot built. It is likely that some 
thing will be done there, for it 1s the last 180 
miles of an air-line from Kansas City to the 
sea. 

Atlanta's through car service is rapidly im- 
proving. 

Before a great while solid trains will be run- 
ning from Atlanta Little Rock in about 
twenty-four hours, leaving Atlanta about 1 
o’clock and arriving at Columbus, Miss., by 
the next moruing’s break fast. 

The Air-Line train which leaves Atlanta 
at 7:10 o'clock now carries tbrough 
passenger coaches to New York, 
and the train arriving at 11 o'clock 
brings them from thatcity. This is an addi- 
tion to the vestibule through oar, gervice. 


A good deal of talk bas been occasioned by 
the withdrawal of the East Tennessee rai}road 
from the Southern Passenger Association.

he withdrawal bas caused some speculation 
as to the probability of a passenger rate war, 
and few railroad men have predicted such a 
strife, but Mr. Wrenn’s recent utterances are 
so strongly against rate-cutting that there is 
reason to doubt those unpleasant prophecies, 
It has not been two weeks since Mr. Wrenn, 
fn an interview in TxHw ConstTITUTION, said 
that ‘the passenger or freight man who could 
not get business without making arumpus was 
no good.”’

Industrials were more prominent in the market this 
morning, and fairly disputed the leadership of St. 
Paul and Rock Isiand, each of which was very strong, 
the formet being under complete ccntrol of the clique, 
which is steadily advancing it, and both were pur- 
ehased largely for western account. In industrials, 
both Cordage and Sugar made marked gains, but the 
remainder of the market was content’ with small ad- 
vances. (Gold shipment and selling of Missouri Pacific, 
however, took all strength out of the market, and Mis- 
gouri Pacific lost 2 per cent, while Cordage lost not 
Only its early advance; but a large fractionin addi- 
tion.

“IT think I favor the double tracks on Peach- 
tree,’ said Mr. Hugh Inman, “‘but I think too 
that we ought to have some way to keep the 
dust down out there.: It’s pretty bad.”’ 

“Everybody whocomes to Atlanta,”” said 
Nr. Turner. ‘‘goes out on Peachtree to look at 
it. Double-tracking the street will add to it 
jn my opinion.” 

“Isfavor,’’ said Mr. Hulsey, “giving the 
greet car companies the right to double-track.

The eye)s called 
upon frequently to work twp-thirds of the 
time, and it performs the tusk 
ably and unconiplainingly until a 
nature can hold out no Jonger, then the assistanc- 
of glasses is required. Glasses are used mainivy b 
persons for presbyopia or old sight as it is called. 

‘his occurs at the age of forty and forty-five, and 
is easy to correct, if glasses are used in time. In 
young persons the chiary muscle contracts and 
inakes the crystalline lens more convex, but, a& 
one grows older, the nvuscle becomes Jess able to 
do this work, and the erystalline lens grows 
harder, and it is necessary to apply convex glasses 
of proper strength to correct this deficiency. A 
few of the other défects of visiom are mentioned 
and illustrated below. 


SHOWING A PERFECT EYE. 

In the above illustration it will be seen that the 
emimetropic or perfectly formed eye 1s adjusted 
for parallel rays of right. In such an eye the _ 
enter, pass through the crystalline lens, and the 
other refractive media and focus exactly on the 
retina at the back.

THE HYPERMETROPIC EYE. 
This is the reverse of myopia, in thatthe dis- 
tanoe from the lens to the retina is too short. The 


rays do not focus onthe retina, and thus the 
bypermetrope has blurred and indistinct vision. 


DIVLOPA,. 


This causes a person to see double, and is not £0 
common as the other defects noted above. Itis gen 
erally corrected by the use of Jenses ground in the 
Jorma of prisms. For hypermetropia convex 
lenses are worn, and cases of near-sichtedness are 
reiieved by concave lenses. There are many other 
defects that cannot be spoken of now, on account 
of lack of space, but we will say «few words 
about astigmatism, from which many persons 
suffer. It is caused by a want of Symmetry in the 
cornea, and there are several varieties of the 
siunple and compound astigmatism. It is treated by 
Ovulists and cvundrical lenses prescribed and they 
are furnished hy the optician. Numbers of peo- 
ple, including children, have frequent headacnes, 
and do not understand the cause. Itis often the 
result of astigmatisimn. In civilized countries,and

the South—Other Chat. 


Henry Fields says in his great paper: “‘We 
believe that the president has become more 
han ever convinced by this southern journey 
that the south is as much interested in good 
government as the north, and that it isas 
much in earnest to solve its own problems in 
the best possible manner as the north is to 
polve its own no less perplexing difficulties.” 

Kind words from Mr. Fields, and he always 
speaks them. In alluding to the president's 
speeches along the line, he says: ‘‘His frank 
and well-considered words must bring about a 
more kindly feeling between men of all varie- 
ties of opinion.”’ 

We hope so. 

We liked his speeches very much, for they 
were kinder than we expected; but from the 
first to the last he pressed the point that all 
he citizens of this great nation now 
@qually in the blessings and the benefits of our 
national government. Is that so? 

Neither Mr. Fields nor President Harris n 
understands the southern people. The very 
best people of the north do not understand 
us,and I’m afraid they never will. ‘Put 
yourself in his place’ is a maxim 
with which they make no experiment. I wish 
that Mr. Harrison could have been in Atlanta 
or some other southern city on decoration day 
and witnessed the loyalty of our people to the 
confederate dead—the reverence for the lost 
cause—and he might have réalized something 
of that deep,, undying sentiment which still 
glows in southern hearts and burns brighter as 
the years roll on. While there is neither 
treason, nor hatred, nor regret in it, there is 
nevertheless a consciousness of moral rectitude 
that makes us feel all the more 
bitterly the humiliation of being under 
the ban of northern triumph and 
northern tyranny. If we befriends and breth- 
ren then why is this discrimination in bfess- 
ings and benetits kept up? If the blue and 
the gray meet together and shake hands 
and declare all estrangement buried 
why are they not made _ equal be- 
fore the law. The northern idea seems 
‘to be that we behaved very bad, but that they 
in their magnanimity have forgiven us. But 
we do not feel that we behaved bad at all, and 
don’t want any forgiveness. Wewant justice. 
We tried to separate—to dissolve partnership 
and that’s allthere isin it, and we feel that we 
had a right to do it, and every de- 
cision made on that question by the supreme 
court leans that way, and that is the reason 
why the government dident dare to try Jef- 
ferson Davis for treason. They knew that 
their own supreme court wouldent let him be 
convicted. Then why are we shut out from 
sharing in all the benefits and blessings? How 
long is punishment to go on? How long are 
we to pay pension money to their soldiers and 

.get none for our own? That debt is now 
swelled to $150,000,000 a year, and the south 
“pays one-third of it. A thousand millions have 
already been paid out since the war to pen- 
sions, and the wonder is that we have been 
able to live and get along. We pay our part 
through the operations of the tariff,and no man 
know how much he pays. Ifit were a direct 
tax upon us and was collected like our state 
and county taxes, our people would despise 
the government for its tyranny and be ready 
at any time to throw off the yoke that bound 
them. Incase of a foreign war the north 
wouldent be safe a moment, for the strength of 
a republican government is in the hearts of 
the people. If bythe next session of congress 
there should be precipitated a war with Eng- 
land or Germany, the first bill passed wonld 
be an act to pension our invalid soldiers 
and to repeal that outrageous law that now 
rohibits any one engaged in the late rebellion 
rom holding any office in the army or navy.

PARAGRAPHIC PENCILINGS. 


From the days of Cicero and, indeed, from an 
earlier period, there has been a deal of moralit- ‘ 
ing about the blessedness of old age. In the book - 
of Proverbs Svulomon, in speaking of wisdom, 
which,\in that connection, is but another name for 
moral goodness, says that its fruitand reward is, 
‘“jJength of days.” So the Hebrew psalmist, in re- 
ferring to the Godly man, says, ‘‘With long life 
will lsatisfy bim.’’ While as yet the doctrine of 
immortality was but dimly revealed it was quite 
natural that ‘‘a long life’’ should be reckoned the 
chiefest of the divine blessings. The tables of 
mortality which havein these latter years been 
compiled on strictly business principles, clearly 
indicate that these ancient Hebrew writers were 
correct in associating longevity with religion and 
morality. Nor isit less clearly established by 
mortuary statistics that the sacred scriptures are 
warranted in saying that in the main the wicked 
do not liveout half their days. The wine cup, 
the card table, the dance hail and every other 
species of debauchery cut short human life not 
less than tuberculosis or malarial fever. in very 
truth the various dissipations of the giddy society 
girl,and of the fast young man, furnishes the 
conditions which develop these malignant mala- 
dies. Pathologist as well asthe preacher, will 
tell you that a ‘‘conscious peace with God” and 
its jlegitimate result, ‘good will towards men,” 
has a hygienic force that itis not safe to under- 
value. Nor is it less certain that what theologians 
call the Christian graces, as love, peace, gentle- 
ness and charity, are favorable to longevity, by 
conserving the vital forces. This practical view 
of Christianity was in the last century ably dis- 
cussed by William Wilberforce, and his reasoning 
has lost none of its aptness or intrinsic worth in 
the present age. It is quite evident that the op- 
posite of all this is followedin a majority of ;in- 
stances by an early breakdown anda premature 
burial. Let the young take counsel, not of their 
impulses, but rather vf their sober convictions. 
Most frequently they are impatient of a mother’s 
reproof, and are terribly bored by the “Tales of a 
Grandfather.”’ In all this they may give evidence 
of whatis called ‘‘spirit,” but it would be better 
named asininity. From childhood I! have some- 
times shuddered at that terrible text, “The eye 
that despiseth its mother and scorneth to obey its 
father the ravens of the vali¢y shall pluck it out, 
and the young eagies shall eat it.” 

But a truce'to what some may regard as this 
dull sermonizing, and by Way of amends I subjoin 
a: few stanzas, written by General Albert Pike, 
who recently died, after passing the ninetieth 
miiestone in the journey of life:

This organized philanthropy furnishes vppor- 
tunity for lectures and entertainments, and this, 
perhaps, is ong secret of its rapid development. 

Bat we venture to suggest that these reforma- 
tory schemes signally fail to reach the seat of the 
evil. 

The work, to be effectua), must begin with 
the heart and conscience. Losing sight of this, 
our efforts are largely tentative, and the very 
ground on which we stand slips from under our 
feet. Nor must we ignore the fact that all great 
reforms have been effected by invoking the super- 
natural agencies. Whatever of real] progress has 
been made in modern times has been the result of 
the earnest and faithful preaching of the gospel. 
By the gospel we mean what has been opprobri- 
ously named the “‘brimstonethe ology,” because it 
preaches a topless heaven and a bottomless bell. 
But for that class of divines who insist on the “‘ex- 
ceeding sinfulness’’ of sin, and represent God as 
a moral governor and a righteous judge,ithe whole 
Christian movement would have long since van- 
ished into /‘thin air.’’ 

The one almost insuperable difficulty that stands 
in the way of these philanthropies is the conges- 
tion of population and of wealth. The vast rela- 
tive increase of our city population is not favora- 
ble to good morais. Especially is this true where 
three or four families are crowded intoa single 
four-room cottage, or, what is still worse, a score 
of families packed like sardines into a large ten- 
ement building. When to these discomforts and 
inevitable exposures isadded extreme destitution, 
the social] vice is as sure to break out as pestilence 
in the crowded wards of a bospital,or typhus fever 
in the filthy purlieus of a badly ventilated prison. 
Such grosser evils as drunkenness anu debauchery 
germinate in these or like social conditions, and 
nothing will contribute more to their suppression 
than vetter lodgings, wholesoine food and water, 
acd more comfortable clothing. s 

How the other evil—the aggregation of wealth 
ina few hands—isto be remedied, is the para- - 
mount question of politics and philanthropy. 

Notwithstanding our boasted civilization there 
is heard now and then a deep undertone of dissat- 
isfaction, alternating at longer -or shorter inter- 
vals with a loud-voiced wail of popular suffering, 

} which will, sooner or later, make itself seen and 
felt in mighty uprisings and sweeping revolutions. 

Neither standing armies nor policemen's clubs 
can do more than postpone the evil day. “Assy- 
ria, Greece, Rome, Carthage, where are they /” 

Macaulay's New Zealand artist seated on the 
breken arches of London bridge and sketch- 
ing the ruins of St. Panui’s may be a remote 
possibility, but stranger things have hap- 
pened in the last thousand years. To wany 
thoughtful people Count Tolstoi and Henry George 
are ominous voices crying in the wilderness, that 
are becoming more articulate and authentic. ~*

A great deal has been written and spoken 
about this famous tribe of African Kafiirs. 
Many of the writings are erroveous and en- 
led the confiding public to many and various 
impressions of this copper-colored people. I 
tirely devoid of al] true descriptions, and have 
lived among these people sevew years, and 
take thatas my authority to give a true de- 
scription of their mode of life from children to 
old man and back to dust. A Zulu boy roams 
at will, perfectly naked, until he reaches the 
age of eight or nine, when he is given the task 
of herding his father’s cattle. This he con- 
tinues until the age of sixteen or seventeen 
is reached, when he begins to fee) his manhood, 
and becomes indignant at this work and refuses 
todoit. At this period they either follow in 
the footsteps of the parent and lead a life of 
idle sensuality, or, as they are beginning to do 
in the present day, they go out into the world 
of white men and seek etnployment, working 
like slaves for the moderate salary of 6 or 7 
shillings a month, with a basin of porridge for 
their meals. 

A Zulu impi (warrior),- -there fare few civil- 
ians in the Zulu tribe,—is physically almost per- 
fect, averaging six footin height, deep, broad 
chested, and tapering down wedge-shape to a 
pair of large, strong feet. His native dreas is 
secant, composed| simply of a narrow band 
around the loins, from which dangles hundreds 
of monkey tails or strips of fur curled in imi- 
tation of monkey tails. Add to this his assa- 
gai, war cluband cowhide shield, and you 
have a Zulu warrior quite ala mode. The 
Zulu warrior always wears a crown or ring on 
the head. This crown is made of a composi- 
tion known only to this tribe, and is placed on 
the head when in a putty-like consistency, 
the hair or wool being woven and drawn 
through the composition, so that when dry it 
can never come off unless the head is shaven. 
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lows, savage fights, often with fatal conse- 
quences, gre almost invariably cocasioned.. 

Of ex@rior religion or interior piety the 
Zulus scarcely know what it is, although they 
are considerably superstitious. Their theology 
recognizes but a very faint ideaof any supreme 
being, preferring, as they do, to remain un- 
touched by the taints of the missionaries, and 
glory in the plurality of celestial spirits, which 
are named ‘‘amadhioxi,’’ and are the shades 
of their ancestors, each of whom is the god or 
protector, ~— as well as punisher, of his 
own stock. To these do they offer sacrifice in 
time of need, as war, sickness, calamities, etc. 
Tothem do they attributo all blessings that 
may chance to fall to them, and misfortunes, 
too, sometimes, in which case the spirits are 
said to be angry. Private prayer is a monster 
totally nnheard of among this dark race, and 
public religious services are very rare occur- 
rences, being only held in times of war, dis 
aster or death, and are thout exception 
steeped in witchcraft. Anidea of another life 
after this is universal among them. Supplica- 
tions addressed to the deceased, or tothe whole 
tribe of ancestral shades, accompany every 
burial. He is not dead, they say, but has only 
been called away by ‘‘theirs” op the other 
side of death, and is now enjoying himself in 
the happy — fields in the spirit world. 
The articles.:of dreashe had been wearin 
about the time of his death are carefully pi 
beside him in the grave, presumably with the 
intention that he may not fail a decent cover- 
ing when he arrives at the end of his journey. 
His friends on earth express their respect for 
him by placing a huge stone on his head, for 
while very eloquent in his praises, they are 


Cuarveston, 8. C., May 1.—[{Special.}—The 
town of Pineopolis, which is situated about 
thirty miles from Charleston, in which was 
known in the olden times as the parish of St. 
Jehn, arid which is now the headquarters of 
the few Carolina bourbons who have survived 
the war, and who are devoted to the old-fash- 
ioned sport of fox-hunting, is said to be in a 
state of terrible excitement. Some time ago 
reports reached here that Pineopolis was in- 
fested with a swarm of mad foxes. The 
reports were of the most exaggerated charac- 
ter, and Httle credence was placed in them, 
for the reason that they came principally from 
the colored people. Within a day or two, 
however, these reports have been verified by 
a number of prominent white citizens, and 
they reveal a strange state of affairs. Briefly 
stated, the facts are as follows: As early as 
December last people who reside in the 
vicinity of Pineopolis were attacked on the 
public roads and in the by-paths by foxes. 
Early in that month a number of negro women 
on their way to work in the fields before sun- 
rise were attacked with the greatest fury by a 
dog-fox. They-stated that the animal which 
attacked them had inflamed eyes, was foaming 
at the mouth, and was growling in a most 
savage manner. The women defended them- 
selves with the hoes they had in their hands, 
but their clothing was literally torn in rags 
before they succeeded in driving the beast 
away. ! 

A short while after this a similar adventure 
occurred to g number of colored men.

The owners of fox hounds decline 
te hunt, for fear of having their packs 
infected with rabies, and it is impossible to 
poison the foxes, they say, because animals af- 
fected with hydrophobia will. not eat. There 
has never been a case of this kind recorded as 
far as known except the hydrophobia epidemic 
among the wolves in Knasta, which caused so 
inuch excitement throughout Europe a few 
years ago. A gentleman who is famiiiar with 
the habits of the fox advances the theory that 
the, present affection among the animals was 
caused by a fox which had been trapped and 

nned up for some time and had escaped after 

ming mad. 

The only instance of death resulting from a 
fox bite in this vicinity occurred in 1820, when 
a young lad, the brother of Mr. Alexander 
Brown, of this city, died from the effects ofa 
bite of a mad fox. 

-It is understood that a veterinary surgeon 
will be sent to the scene of the troubles.

In the above illustration it will be seen that the 
emmetropic or perfeetly formed eye is adjusted 
for parallel rays of right. In such an eye the rays 
enter, pass through the crystalline lens, and the 
other refractive media and focus exactly on the 
retina at the back. The impression is then cun- 
veyed to the brain through the optic nerve, and 
the result is perfect vision. 

It is frequently the case that, by reason of de- 
fective construction of the eye, the distance to the 
retina is tou great and the rays focus before reach- 
ing the retina.

JHE HYPERMETROPIC EYE. 


This is the reyerse of myopia, in that the dis- 
tance from the lens to the retina is too short. The

DIPLOPA. 


This causes a person to see double, and is not so 
common as the other defects noted above. It is gen 
erally corrected by the use of lenses ground in tife 
form of prisms. For hypermetropia convex 
lenses are worn, ani cases of near-sightedness are 
relieved by concave lenses. There are many othér 
defects that cannot be spoken of now, on account 
of lack of space, but we will. say « few words 
about astigmatism, from which many persons 
suffer.

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The Later History of Electricity. 


The New England Magazine for April has a 
readable article by George Herbert Stock- 
bridge,om this subject. He has a great deal 
to say of Thomas A. Edison and Professor . 
Elihu Thomson. We all know more or less 
about Edison, but less is known of Professor 
Thomson. Of late his connection with an 
electric company has give his name circula- 
tion wherever the: Thomson-Houston cars run. 
Thomson, though an inventor, is on the scien- 
tific side of electricity, and is probly doing 
more to build a science out of it than any other 
man on the continent. The situation he ex- 
presses as follows: 

Our science of electricity seems almost to be 
in the condition that chemistry was in before 
the work of Lavoisier had shed light on chem- 
ical theory. Our store of facts is daily in- 
creasing, and apparently disconnected phe- 
nomena are being brought into harmonious re- 
lation. Perhaps the edifice of complete theory 
will not "be more than begun in our time, per- 
haps the building process will be a very grad- 
ual one, but I cannot refrain from the convic- 
tion that the intelligence of man will, if it has 
time, continue to advance until such a struc- 
ture exists. 

“No other speaker,” says Mr. Stockbridge, 
“is 80 welcome to an audience of electrical on- 
gineers. He gives them the peculiar gratifica- 
tion which tends to express itself in applause. 
He creates the expectant mood, and now and 
then—atthe proper wioment—he gratifies it, 
suddenly, with the usual result. A good ex- 
emple of his admirable treatment of an ab- 
struse subject, is a lecture on ‘Magnetism in 
its Relation to Electro-Motive Force and Cur- 
rent,’’ delivered before the American Institute 
of Electrical Engineers, of which he was then 
president. Starting with Faraday’s theory of 
a universal] ether in which magnetic and elec- 
trical phenomena appear, Professor Thomson 
here gathers together illustration after i]lustra- 
tion, each of which suggests, in a manner 
quite delicious to the. scientific mind, a con- 
firmation of his theory, and the cumulative ef- 
fect of which is strongly convincing. In this 
particular instance, however, Professor Thom- 
son expressly disclaims having attempted a 
final solution of the problems attacked. But 
the lecture remains full of suggestion, a labor- 
ious accumulation of facts, finely ordered, and 
with the labor all disguised in the beauty of 
the presentation.’’

The Late Charles Bradlaugh. 

The death of Charles Bradlaugh removes 
one of the boldest spirits of the time, a man 
ostracized because of his convictions, though 
be lived an almost blameless life, so far as per- 
sonal habits were concerned. He was a free- 
,, thinker, and, as such, suffered persecution. 

But for the stupidityof an English parson, who 
used impatient force when he should have 
used persevering argument, Bradlaugh might 
not have been turned from the Christian re- 
ligion in his boyhood. 

But it was his heroic fight for free speech 
and liberalism in politics that made Brad- 
laugh’s fame. He was aman of the people 
against prestige and official intolerance. His 
courage was not to be overawed by authority, 
and when s public meeting to be held in Tra- 
falgar Square was illegally prohibited, he 
calmly told the statesman who issued the order 
that: if soldiers illegally charged the crowd, 
force would be met with force. The official 
saw that he was in the wrong, and the sol- 
diers did not chargethe crowd. Onanother oc- 
casion, a landlord set upa gate on the roadway, 
opening it to the gentry and closing itto the 

ts. On hearing of it, Bradlaugh looked 
up the law of the question, and found that the 
landlord could not legally close the gate to 
any one. Accordingly, he took a large crowd 
of peasants, and, with picks and crowbars, 
took up the gate and demolished it. He left a 
placard bearing these words: ‘Pulled up by | 
Charles Bradlaugh, c. 52, vii D.G.”’ Seeing 
this, the landlord found that he could not 
prosecute, and the gate did not reappear. - 

On account of his severity and the bitter sar- 
casm in which he indulged, Charles Bradjaugh 
was cordially hated for years by the conserva- 
tave, God-fearing English people, but, inch by 
inch, they yielddd to his fight for free speech, 
and though as resolute as ever against the on- 

‘slaught of infidelity, they at last learned to 
respect him for} his heroic struggle for free 
speech. It on this account that he at last 
won some placp in the affections of the Christ- 
ian people, ang when he was on his deathbed, 
prayers were offered for him in the churohes. 
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Mrs. Annie Besant, who has just 
lecture tour of the United States, is said to be 
one of the most gifted female orators in the 
world. Her prominance was achieved pria- 
cipally through her association with Charles 
Bradlaugh in the fight for the poor and the op- 
pressed. She differed from him somewhat in 
her ideas of religion, and is nowan advanced 
theosuphist, and co-editor of the theosophical 
magazine called ‘‘Lucifer."" The great work 
that is most upon her heartis social reform 
and the education of the poor and degraded. 
Her first lecture in New York was on, ‘‘Lon- 
don; Its Wealth and Its Poverty.’”’ During 
the same week she also spoke on, ‘‘Dangers 
Menacing Society’’ and ‘‘Labor Movements in 
the Old World.” 

A few days after her arrival in New York, 
Mrs. Besant was given a reception by the pub- 
lisher, John W. Lovell and his wife, at their 
home on Lexington avenue. Among the 
guests were many members of the Sorosis Club 
aud the Woman's Suffrage Society. 


A Change In English Politics. 

The English public, having become nau- 
seated with Parnell, will gladly welcome a 
new issue, which will cause him fora time to 
sink out of sight. It would have been infi- 
nitely better for him if, like Sir Charles Dilke, 
he had possessed enough common sense to re- 
tire fora timefrom the public gaze. That 
much deference to the opinion of the world at 
large, and that much subordination of himself 
to the public good, might, after a time, put 
him back at the helm. The public will for- 
give much, but it never forgives contempt for 
itself. 

In this state of affairs, a specially opportune 


time came for the launching of those social re. 


forms which the English masses have so much 
at heart. Mr. Gladstone has seized the oppor- 
tunity to announce a new reform bill, of which 
“One man, one vote”’ is the shibboleth.. 

While tne grand old man thus strikes again 
the keynote of democracy, 
sound comes from the conservativecamp. Sir 
John Gorst, the member for Chatham, and 
under secretary for India, who was the chief 
representative of the British empire in the 
labor parliament held at Berlin a year ago, has 
gone beyond democracy and verged on social- 
ism in some of the suggestions he makes to 
his government. 

He brings back from Germany. those ideas of 
state socialism which provide compulsory in- 
surance for workmen against death and acci- 
dent, so that by taking a tithe from the laborers’ 
wages, his life will be insured and his family 
provided for in case of death or accident. 

The idea which Sir John Gorst starts out 
with is essentially just. He. maintains that 
the state should be a model employer, and that 


‘as to working hours apd wages itsaim should 


be to do exactly. ‘thé right thing. This would 
necessitate the raising of wages in the English 
army and fhavy, where the compensation of 
men is ridiculously small in proportion ;to the 
arduous nature of the service. Consequently, 
the cabinet officers representing these depart- 
ments are opposed to the new measure. They 
object to anything that will make their work 
seem a greater burden to the people. The agi- 
tation of the matter has had ite effect, how- 
ever, and without accepting the theory that 
the state should be an ideal employer, the 
admiralty is already increasing wages at the 
dockyards. _ 

In a long interview with Mr. W. T. Serad, 
Sir John Gorst outlines his plan. First; therd. 
is to be appointed a royal comm = 
vestigate the condition of labor and the modus. 
of improving ite condition. 
that legislation shouldbé had to “make em- 
ployers liable for the loss of life among their 
employes, especially at sea. He thinks the 
hazards of the seaman’s life would be greatly 
reduced if ship owners were not allowed to in- 
suré vessels and cargoes to the full value. 
Then they would be more careful not to send 
to sea uuseaworthy vessels. 

As to labor in general, he proposes the Ger- 
man ‘‘College of Conciliation,’”’ to restore har- 
mony between employers and employes who 
are at outs. The men are to be given the ut- 
most freedom of combination. If this means

A Great Political Year in Alabama. 
From The Birmingham Age-Herald. 

The political campaign for 1892 is already opened 
in Alabama. It will be a great year, too, besides 
which the fight last year was like a breeze to a 
whirlwind. Every elective office in the state, from 
governor down tojconstable, is to be filled; the 
candidates are already announcing themselves 
and are actively at work. But it is altogether 
probable that the really hot politics will be in the 
counties. Every county has a probate judge, 
sheriff, tax assessor, tax collector, treasurer, 
Clerk and coroner to elect, and many 
of them have ajso county superintendents 
of education, and miembers of the ¢om- 
missioners’ courts, while every beat has two jus- 
tices of the peace and a constable.
